Make sure tlvat your newly pre­ 
pared rose beds receive plenty of i 
seasoned manure or bone meal and 
humus. Ample drainage also is im­ 
portant. 
Clean the garden of dahlia lops. ] 
corn stalks, and decayed fruits and j 
vegetables. Burn them if they have j 
been troubled with borers or other 
pests. If leaves are diseased, burn 
them too. Many pest* winter over j 
in fruits and leaves. 
L ift beets, carrots and turnips be­ 
fore frost, ruins them. Store them 
in boxes of sand and moisten the j 
sand slightly to prevent shriveling.

In testimony to the committee, 
LaM arre first said Meyers had no 
connection with the firm but later, 
giving what he said was the truth, 
testified Meyers did own it.
